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The House Committee on Un-American Activities in 1961 issued a Gu5.de 
to Subversive Organizations and Publications, Ref. pages 69-70, which 
identifies the ECLC as a Communist front organization. The Senate Internal 
Security Subcommittee in its Handbook for Americans. 1956, p. 91, also 
lists the ECLC as a sympathetic front organization. 

I believe that the general public is still suspicious that Oswald was 
closely tied in with the Communists and that this tie prompted the assas- 
sination. With a legal counsel so closely tied in with a Communist front 
group as is Mr. Redlich to the ECLC, the Commission is surely in security 
jeopardy, in light of the Commission’s statement referred to in my first 
paragraph above. At the very least the appointment of such a person re- 
veals the political naivete of the Commission and certainly the public 
will lose all confidence in the Warren Commission. 

Communists and fellow-travellers must not be allowed to gain imtsort— 
ant positions in our governmental affairs - most particularly in such 
sensitive areas as Mr. Redlich’s. I sincerely hope that you will do 
whatever you can to expose such shocking appointments and to eliminate 
this type of person from key positions in our Nation’s affairs.
